The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not, alone or in combination, disclose an integrated circuit comprising at least one 
first magnetic field generator and a second magnetic field generator for generating a magnetic 
field for magnetizing nano-particles to generate a second magnetic field component in the 
sensitive direction of at least one magneto-resistive sensor, the integrated circuit further 
comprising at least one noise optimization circuit adapted for stabilizing the net magnetic field 
strength in the sensor by compensating for the second magnetic field component (claim 1); 
determining an operation point of the magneto-resistive sensor by minimizing the noise at the 
output of the magneto-resistive sensor, applying a second magnetic field for magnetizing nano- 
particles, thus generating a second magnetic field component in the sensitive direction of the 
magneto-resistive sensor, adjusting the first magnetic field component (claim 13).
